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On March 28, 2014, Chicago Board Options Exchange, Incorporated (the 

“Exchange” or “CBOE”) filed with the Securities and Exchange Commission (the 

“Commission”), pursuant to Section 19(b)(1) of the Securities Exchange Act of 1934,1 and 

Rule 19b-4 thereunder,2 a proposed rule change to adopt a fee of $50 per month per login 

ID for off-floor PULSe Workstation users that elect to access a Complex Order Book Feed.  

On May 27, 2014, the Exchange withdrew the proposed rule change (SR-CBOE-2014-031).
